Griffin Is 
Winner in 
Mississippi

JACKSON, Miss. 
(Ap) —• 


Rep.-elect Charles Griffin, land- 
slide winner over the first seri- 
ous Negro political challenger 
this century, today prepared to 
take his seat In Congress where 
he served as an aide for 18 
years. 


Griffin scored a 2 to 1 victory 


over Negro leader Charles Ev- 
ers in Tuesday's special election 
to fill the House seat vacated 
when John Bell Williams re- 
signed tn January to become 
governor, 


Evers said he will seek the 


post again and informed sources 
reported several white political 
figures will oppose Griffin when 
he enters the Democratic pri- 
mary June 4 for a full term be- 
ginning next January, 


The presence of Evers In the 


runoff and 'the absehc'e of racist 
overtones 
marked 
the cam- 


paign,' which ended with Evers 
visiting Griffin's headquarters 
to offer his personal congratula- 
tions Tuesday night. 


The two men, shook hands, 


and Evers signed 
the guest 


book.

the Griffin 
supporters 


standing nearby applauded, Ev- 
ers said, "We're all Misslsslp- 
plans. If I'd won I'd expect the 
same thing." 


Griffin's supporters crowded 


around Evers, shook hands and 
pounded him on the back in a 
display of high spirits, 


Griffin, 41, called the record 


vote an endorsement of his po- 
litical philosophy. He describes 
himself as a conservative, 


Evers, 45, state field secre- 


tary of the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People, told a television audi- 
ence later more whites turned 
out to vote against him than he 
expected, but that the election 
proved a new day had arrived 
in the state. 


Unofficial returns from 290 of 


the district's 308 precincts gave 
Griffin 85,039 votes 10,42,684 for 
Evers, with the 127,72$ total top. 
ping both the first round figure 
and runoff predictions. 


The first round brought out 


114,871, divided among Evers 
and six white opponents, Evers 
got 33,713 and Griffin 28,806.
